FATE OF THE 
/ “HIMALAYA.” 


As announced soma time ago, the 
famous old P. & 0. liner“ Himalaya” 
is to be sold. The “Himalaya” is 
one of the best-known liners connected 
with the Thames, and ‘although she is 
too old for passenger servi-e under 
moder conditions, she holds s very 
high place in the affection of Rastern 
travellers.
